Somebody grumbles be- 


hind the scenes, and the poor surplus girl 
must hear this grumbling, and must bear it, 
because her own pride and the family pride 
and all of the azure tinted blood of the Amer- 
ican Ccesars demand that she must dress up 
to regulation rules, visit the bummer water- 
ing place, and move "first class" in every 
direction 
Perhaps the misery of obligation, 


of dependence, and of a splendid helpless- 
ness is in cases greater than that of the illy 
paid and overworked waiter or factory girl, 
who may have the satisfaction of feeling that 
her own hands and brain bring her own 
money. 


There is one type here of surplus girl who 


says openly that she will marry "anything 
or anybody," young or old, handsome or 
ugly, providing the "thing" has money. A 
former landla^yof mine had two girls gf this 
order of raind and intent. I think that in 
such declaration they meant business. Life 
with them had always been a hard, meager, 
stunted affair—-a mixture from their youth 
up of hard work, huiry, debt and anxiety. 
They hftd seen mostly the back door and 
kitchen side ol it. They w aited on the table, 
performed the chamber work and in leisure 
intervals sat m the windowH to watch with 
envious and covetous eyes the spi ing, sum- 
mer and fall dresses go by which they could not 
afford; to see their wealthy sisters roll by in 
their carriages, rolling in a world they could 
never reach 
So had they sat for years, So 


had combined envy and desperation grow n 
on them and over them. Little wonder. 
They slept in the attic and lived in the kitch- 
en, for the best rooms must bo reserved for 
others; wore snubbed by the boarders and 
weighted down by a shiftless mother who was 
ever in debt, ever borrowing in advance f i om 
the lodgers, and ever tearing down with her 
gossiping tongue whatever luck or good will 
from others her spasmodic and illy regulated 
industry bod built up for herself. 


A story current here runs thus' A young 


woman, bred in a circle of wealth arid refine- 
ment, is suddenly reduced to poverty. She 
is obliged to explore for herself that unknown 
world where a living must be earned. She 
must look for "something to do." She offers 
at last to stand behind the counters of a 
wealthy retail merchant before which in her 
day of prosperity she had so often stood and 
made expensive purchases. 
"How much 


would sh« receive per week (" "Pour dollars I" 
was the answer. Four dollars! She was un- 
pleasantly astonished* This was her first 
view of the wide chasm between the world of 
work and the world of leisure to which ihe 
bad been accustomed. 


"But bow am I to pay room rent, board, 


car f ores and dress myself out of $4 per weekr* 
she managed at last to ask. 


"I don't know," woe the merchant's reply. 


"I have nothing to do with that; you must 
do as the rest do." 
, 


I find this an oft-told story In Boston, 


and also find that the interpretation given 
the clause, "doing as the rest do," to be an 
unsavory one. ' I have beard also this same 
story applied to two well known merchants 
here. For such reason I take the liberty of 
doubting tbe story as told with Its most un- 
favorable application, and at the same time 
believing In the event that gave it a founda- 
tion. The story Involves a phase of life that 
belongs to its own time. It will in one tense 
apply to hundreds of stores and places of 
business. It Is the embodiment of a ruling 
sentiment here—the sentiment of getting as 
much as possible, and giving for labor, in- 
telligence, skill or, material as little as pos- 
sible. But common sense and self-interest 
would deter any business man from giving 
such a reply to a young woman under the 
circumstances, in its lower application. And 
again, it is sometimes an unfortunate ten- 
dency in somo people to ferret out the lower 
application ana motive in the words when* 
such spirit was never intended

MissEnglee's ' istrr wroto for Wilson from 
1876tolS79. Ij.ul seen him practice writ 
ing bis name iu lh<0 and frequently saw 
his signature at this time. She had nevei 
made any copies of letters to Mr. Moen foi 
Mr. Wilson as Mr. Wilson said she had 
done. 


City Marshal LJrennan testified that 


Moen in thanking him for sending officers 
to the house ou the occasion of Wilsou's 
visit and demand for money, assured him 
that the difficulty with Wilson was of a 
purely business nature. 


The case was adjourned uutil Tuesday

Why an Indian Rajah "Made a Biff 


Dinner." 


Some time ago, I being then an in 


iignilicant member of the army head- 
quarters staff at Simla, the hill-capital 
of India, it became desirable to in- 
crease the number of hill stations for 
the summer accommodation of British 
troops. 
It was thought that the Choi 


mountain, the most prominent peak ol 
which is some sixty miles from Simla, 
would on its lower ridges afford suit- 
able sites; and accordingly, a commit- 
tee of officers was formed for the pur- 
pose ot reconnoitering and making a 
report. This committee consisted of a 
well known General, a Major of Engi- 
neers, and myself, a humble sub. 
Somewhat trying work it was to get to 
the Ohor, the rood being of the most 
breakneck description, and the mon- 
soon rains showing symptoms ol burst- 
ing for our especial delectation. How- 
ever, we trudged on manfully, climbed 
to the very topmost peak of the Ohor, 
which 
by 
our aneroid we made 


over twelve thousand feet, and saw— 
nothing; for, by evil chance, one of the 
most magnificent views in Asia was 
bared to us by clouds which shut out 
every thing except the lirst mile or two 
of the hog-backed ridges below us. Dis- 
appointed, wo descended; and that 
night it was arranged wo should sepa- 
rate and return to binila by different 
routes, BO as to make the president's 
report as comprehensive as possible. 
In the execution of this idea, 1 found 
myself tho next day at a place called 
Bhairogh, whcncelprocoeded—on foot, 
for we had been obliged to send our 
ponies back, owing to the state of the 
road—to a village called Tali. Here at 
hrst I thought of camping, as I had 
come eleven miles up hill and down 
dale, but the place was so bare I was so 
anxious to push on, being shoz't of pro- 
visions, that I suddenly determined to 
double my march and make for a fort 
called Hajgarh, and described as being 
twelve miles farther on.

march, as usual, was longer than I had 
been led to suppose; the road was hilly, 
and it was not until nine p. m. that J 
tound myself peering through the dark- 
ness in the vicinity of my destined 
camp.

It 
was too late for such an unkempt raga- 
muffin at I undoubtedly was to disturb 
the garrison, so 1 shortly made up my 
mind to bivouac peacefully under a 
tree. Just outside the fort, However, 
and close to th* spot I had marked out 
for my resting place, two natives, by 
the light of a fare, were hammering 
some metal vessel with such animation 
as to wholly preclude the possibility of 
Bleep. To these enthusiasts I explained 
that I was a sahib, and suggested they 
should postpone their operations till 
next morning. They, naturally enough 
perhaps, demurred ; and 1 wrangled 
and they continued their metallic fan- 
tasia until I could stand it no longer. 
Thinking, perhaps, 1 could persuade 
the local head man to assist me in get- 
ting a night's rest, 1 presented mysell 
at the gate of the fort, a square walled 
enclosure of no stfength and demanded 
admittance. 
After much palavering 


with the sleepy sentry, I was let in 
past the outer wall, but not into the 
inner part; whereupon, I asked that 
head man should be sent for, and 
further clamored for a chair. Seated 
upon this, and curiously scrutinized 
by a few promiscuous hill folk, I waited 
for some live minutes, wondering whv 
nobody camp. At last a gate m tha 
inner wall has thrown open, and out 
poured a procession, lit with torches

A TIMELY QUESTION. 


Whom Shall We Trust In These Days or 


Difthoiitigty and Crime. 


"Whom shall we tnis>l?" is an oft- 


repeated question nowadays, and it is 
one that is inclced hard to answer. 
Men of apparently tlie most btuct 
business integrity are proving dishon- 
est, and some men in tliu clmrcli have 
no more regmd foi 
ulber people's 


property than thp robber barons of old, 
or those desperadoes that sailed upon 
the high seas iu bonrcb of plunder. 
There indeed seems to be an epidemic 
of crime among men occupying IngU 
positions m corporations and moneyed 
institutions, and the example ot one 
defaulter meeting with a just punish- 
ment does not seem to deter others 
from following in his slippery foot- 
steps. This is, perhaps, because they 
are not looked upon as ordinary crim- 
inals; a certain air of respectability 
seems to surround them, even in prison 
clothes, and they are regarded as far 
above the majority of their unfortunate 
prison associates, when in reality they 
are far beneath them. 


It is folly to try and excuse them by 


saying that they did not mean to be 
dishonest when they began 
They 


knew that they were doing wrong 
when they took the first dollar, and 
they did not take it ulmobt uncon- 
sciously, as many of their apologists 
would have us believe. They abused a 
solemn trnst when they began the pec- 
ulations, and no amount of sophistry 
can alter this fact. 


Neither should too much attention 


be paid to the statements that some of 
these dishonest men have been very 
charitable. 
It is easy to (be liberal 


with other people's money, and some 
of the most celebrated pighway'men 
have been notoriously free handed in 
giving money to the needy. "A man 
must be just before he is generous," ii 
a maxim which many corporation and 
bank officials should lay seriously at 
heart. 
If this advice is followed it 


may prevent the"frequent recurrence of 
the question, "Whom shall we trust?

Pictures by Telegraph. 


A Scotchman named W. Gemmil baa 


invented a method of sending a picture 
by telegraph, by which a photograph 
taken at one end of the wire ia transmit- 
ted and reproduced at the other. The 
picture is primarily projected on a sel 
enium cell placed in the telegraphic cir- 
cuit which, according to the degree of 
intensity of the lightfreceived, acts up- 
on the current and through a number of 
subsidiary currents connected with an 
incandescent lamp, illuminating it with 
> aried degrees of intensity consonant 
with the strength of the current. 
These successive illuminations would 
give images of corresponding bright- 
ness to the points in the picture thrown 
upon the selenium cell, and the final 
picture of course would consist of a 
series of these points in various depths 
of shade. One can not see what practi- 
cal use this invention would be except 
as aid to the police departments of the
